M. Leonticff 
acted as umpire. 
The tigting was moat 
determined aud 
lasted 26 tumult*. 
There w ere five engagements, of which 
two were at close quarters. 
B n ’ice 
Benn received two serious wounds in 
the right shoulder aud the right side of 
the abdomen. 
The Count of Turiu was 
wounded in the right baud. 
Prince 
Henri was taken to the residence of the 
Due de Chartres aud received medical 
I attendance. 
The condition of Prince lieuri is ad 
satisfactory as could be expected. 
The 
doctors, 
after consultation, have ex­ 
pressed the opinion that no important 
organ was touched, but absolute rest is 
necessary for recovery. 
The Count of Turin, considering the 
letters of Prince Henri of Orleans to 
the Figaro offensive to the Italian 
army, wrote to him on July 6, demand­ 
ing a retraction. This letter could uot 
be answered until Angust II, tile day 
of the arrival of Prince Hsnri 
in 
France. 
The prince replied to th e 
count’s demand by telegram, maintain­ 
ing the right of a traveler to record his 
I experience. 
The official account then describes 
the arrangements for the duel, gives 
the names of the respective seconds and 
says that at their first interview they 
agreed that the encounter was inevit­ 
able. They agreed to tight with swords. 
In the first assault Prince Benn was 
hit in tho right breast, though the 
weapon did not penetrate the thorax. 
On the strength of the report of the 
doctors the seconds decided the combat 
must go on. 
The second assault wa* stopped be­ 
cause the combatants came into close 
quarters. 
In the tilird d!*sault the Count of 
Turin was int in the hack of the right 
hand, but the wound was slight. 
In the fourth assault the umpire, 
Major Leontietf, declared that 
the 
sword of Prince Henri w*as bout, ami 
stopped the engagement long enough 
to furnish the prince w ith u weapou. 
Iii the fifth assault the combatants 
again got m to close quarters, and were 
immediately stopped, Prince Henri, iu a 
counter Mow, being bit in the right 
lower region of the abdomen. 
The doc­ 
tors on Infill sides examined the wouud 
and declared that Prince Henri was 
rendered by it clearly inferior to his 
antagonist. 
Major Leoutioff aud M. 
Haurchion promised that the combat be 
stopped, and this was done with com­ 
mon accord. 
While his wound was 
boing dressed, Prince Houri, raising 
himself upon the ground, extended his 
hand to the Count of Turin, saying : 
“ Allow me, Monseigneur, to shako 
hands w ith you.” 
The ( 'ouut extended his hand. 
The encounter was very sharp and, 
determined, 
immediately on the cross­ 
ing of swords Prince Henri vigorously 
pressed his adversary. 
The oouut of 
Turin retreated to the limit of the 
ground and then, assuming the offens­ 
ive, pouched his opponent. 
The third 
and fourth assaults ended in long e n ­ 
gagements within guard. 
The Temp® 
says that the wound in the abdomen of 
Prince Henri is serious, but not alarm­ 
ing. 
Had the count of T nrin’s steel 
gone slightly deeper, the intestines 
would have been perforated. 
After his wound had received a pre­ 
liminary dressing, Prince Henri walked 
to his carnage unaided. 
The Count of 
Turin, accompanied by his second, them 
left Paris for Italy. 
He was not ex­ 
periencing any special distress from hie 
wound. 
The seconds of Prince H eun of Or­ 
leans were M. De Leontieff, governor 
general of the equatorial provinces of 
Abyssinia, and M. Raoul Mount hon. 
The Count of Turin’s were General 
Count Avagdro de (^uinto and the Mar­ 
quis Carlo di Ginori. 
It appears that Prince H enri’s sword 
was bent by a button on the count’s 
trousers, but for this chance it soems 
there is little doubt th a t the couut 
would have been run through or at 
least dangerously wounded. 
In fact, 
the doctors and seconds thought thii 
had happened. 
When Prince Henri 
received the 
wound in his abdomen he clapped his 
hands to the spot aud sank hack to hie 
seat, supported by Leontieff. 
He then 
rolled upon the ground, exclaiming/ 
that he could do no more. 
The doctor! 
fear that the wound may be compli­ 
cated by peritonitis, and there is need 
of extreme care for a few days.

“ The anthr* pologist places consider­ 
able value upon certain proportion* or 
relations between measure*, ” say* the 
student of the subject. “ Thus the length 
of the head and the breadthof the head, 
Winn compand, give numerical expres­ 
sion, which is called th** cephalic index. 
To find it the length is divided into the 
breadth and tin* result multiplied by 
IOO. 
A head one-half as wide as it is 
long woald have an index of 50; one 
three-four!bs as wide as long would 
have un index of 15; one us wide as it 
was long would have ail index of IOO. 
There is no race whose hem! is normally 
so wide as to have an index of IOO or so 
narrow as to have one of 50. The higher 
the index, of course, the broader and 
Bound* r til** head; tii** lower the index, 
the longer and narrower the head. Ger­ 
mans generally are notably round head- 
* d. Topi nard give* for some people of 
Lorraine the index of 85.8. The average 
index of IOO Pennsylvania Germans is 
81.9, which is notably less and nar­ 
rower. The heads of our northern ami 
eastern Indians are still longer and nar­ 
rower. 
We (‘annot at present make a 
further comparison with profit. 
What 
we have already said may prove erro­ 
neous when we learn the actual Palati­ 
nate type. 
We assume now that the 
Palatinate Germans were of medium 
stature, light haired, blue or light eyed, 
round head**d, with a finger reach of 
1.048. 
We find that the Pennsylvania 
German children are dark in hair and 
eyes, that the men are probably of in­ 
creased stature, that heads appear to la* 
lengthening, that arm reach appears to 
be increasing. 
In all these respects the 
Pennsylvania German varies from the 
assumed Palatinate type and in the di­ 
rection of the Indian. If our assumption 
proves valid, we may claim that our 
evidence shows change, which, if con­ 
tinued, may form an Indian type from 
the German. ” 
All this, it must be noted, is abso­ 
lutely distinct from any of the reasons 
for discussing the tendency of Americans 
to revert to original types from the in­ 
filtration of the red Indian blood itself 
in the veins of the white race. From tin* 
days of the old French aud Indian wars 
fireside tales of New England intermix­ 
ture of that sort have been common 
enough. A recent novel has expressed 
the country knowledge in New England 
that there is an occasional “ streak” 
from ancestry that approached New’ 
Eugland from tho west as well as that 
which approached it from the east across 
the Atlantic. In the western states and 
territories tho great numbers of half 
breeds whose descendants find their way 
into the life of cities brings to beal- a 
curious and unreckoned force in the de­ 
velopment of the fiber and sinew of the 
race in North America.—Boston Tran­ 
script.

MILITARY SCIENCE. 


RimplifltM l F o rtific a tio n * . Ilic y r le * an d A u ­ 
to m a tic (in n * A re M o d ern Featnire*. 
It serins to Vs* the general opinion 
among United States army officers that 
the development of m ilitary science iii 
the immediate future will be in the di­ 
rection of simplified fortifications, great­ 
er utilization of the bicycle and tile ex­ 
truded use of some form of automatic 
gun. 
The modern army engineer sees 
little use iii raising gn at mounds of 
earth such as used to he done when 
hasty and even permanent works were 
needed* 
The bigger the earthwork thr 
greater the mark for the enemy’s guns. 
A hole in the ground has been the theo­ 
retical formula for fort building, and 
now that WO possess fieldpiece* with 
disappearing carriages it can be prac­ 
tically carried out. A gun that is capa­ 
ble of rising out of an innocent looking 
hole, pouring forth great volleys of 
death dealing bullets and then sinking 
out of sight, leaving hardly a trace of 
its presence and certainly nothing to fire 
at, is formidable enough to invest the 
new theory with all needful logic. 
It 
would bo to an enemy what the hollow 
road near Waterloo was to the cuiras­ 
siers of Napoleon. 
The rifle of the future w ill be the au­ 
tomatic rifle. 
This is the conclusion of 
m ilitary men not only of this, but of 
other countries. 
General Wille, a Ger­ 
man army expert on the subject of fire­ 
arms, says decisively that it will ulti­ 
mately be the rifle in general use by the 
armies of the world. Its particular point 
of merit is its capacity for doing away 
with the mechanical operation of load­ 
ing. 
In effect it does its own loading, 
leaving the soldier free to attend to the 
business of firing, thus concentrating his 
attention on his opponent and rendering 
his aim surer. 
As pointed out by General Wille, the 
force of the recoil of the automatic gun 
is employed for charging and closing 
the breech, aud the firer has only to let 
I off the shot in order again to load tho 
weapon, so that the number of shots dis­ 
charged without an effort is precisely 
! the same as the total contents of the 
magazine. 
The only comparatively 
1 weak part of the automatic gun lies in 
its springs, but, as they have been found 
after tests made in Austria to withstand 
the wear and tear of from 10,000 to 14,- 
000 discharges, this does not count for 
m u c h .-—New York Sun.

It seems the height of absurdity to 
look ii]Hiii the so railed “ Sumner P or­ 
trait of Franklin at Tw enty,” belonging 
to Harvard university, as an authentic 
portrait. Where did Franklin, who was 
grubbing for funds to carry him home 
at the time this picture is supposed to 
have been painted, get the money for 
the “ purple and fine linen” in which he 
is arrayed, let alone to pay the artist 
for his work? Aside from F ranklin’s cir­ 
cumstances I ie 11 ig against its authentic­ 
ity, his “ Autobiography” is silent u]joii 
ho im portant a subject as this ]>ortrait, 
and its history is purely mythical. 
Another picture that has no better 
claim to be considered a likeness of Ben­ 
jam in Franklin hangs in the M etropoli­ 
tan Museum of Art and was painted by 
Stephen Elmer, ail English still life 
painter. 
There is nothing to show that 
it was given the name of Franklin until 
1824, when a plate engraved by Ryder 
aud published iii 17 82, as “ The P oliti­ 
cian, “ was relettered and issued w ith 
the name of Franklin. 
The last picture to ta* mentioned in 
this e x p u rg a to rs list is of the first im 
portauee as a work of art. It was paint­ 
ed by Thomas Gainsborough and is in 
the collection of the Marquis of Lands- 
downe, hut it is clearly not Benjamin 
Franklin. It is, in my opinion, the por­

As early as 1707 Denys 
Papin built a model of a steamboat, 
which was destroyed by a mob of boat 
men. The first practical steamboat was 
built by W illiam Symington in 1802.

With Chancellor Livingston, 
built a 
steam boat which was tried on the Seine. 
In 1807 the Clerm ont began trips lrom 
New York to Albany.
